Racers Run Like a Team and Former Gets Nose in 
Front Only in Final Stride — Napa Nick Also 
Scores by Narrow Margin. 



Norfolk. Va., April IS. — Stirring contests wore 
provided at the Jamestown Jockey Club's course this 
afternoon. The program was a well-balanced one 
and In some- nt the races the (Hitcouie remained in 
doubt until the Hn.il strides. Tlie tiuish in the 
fourth, one of the feature races of the card, aroused 
much eld liusiasin. Bard of lln|»c and Sandhill 
fought it out strenuously through the final quarter, 
the two running like a team. Skirvin and MeCahcy 
exerted themselves to the utmost at the finish and 
it was only in the last jump that Bard of Ho|»e 
succeeded in poking his nose in front. Bard of 
Hope was a 1 to 1 ! favorite and his victory was 
naturally impular. Capt. I*. M. Walker was not 
as fortunate in the handicap, in which lie also fur- 
nished the favorite in Magazine. The latter was 
asked to carry 129 |«mnds and despite his heavy 
iuqosl he probably would have won hut for leaving 
the i«»st slowly. llofTinau. oft' like tin- wind, open*! 
a big lead in tlie early running which the favorite 
was unable to overcome. Magazine made a game 
effort entering the homestretch and for a time it 
looked as if he might overhaul the leader, hut 
Hoffman succeeded in lasting long enough to heal 
him a length and a half. 

Tlie colors of Harry I’aync Whitney were carried 
to victory for tlie tirst time this season when Honey 
Itee. a tillv by Hamburg — Honiton. won the o|ieuing 
race, a dash of half a mile. Honey Bee was little 
fancied. Marie T. and Boss being held at short 
odds. Ihes showed a good turn of early speed, hut 
weakened in tlie stretch when Honey Bee challenged 
and the latter won easily enough. 

The going was a bit slow owing to light rains 
which fell this morning, but the footing was safe 
and fair time was made in the races. L. K. Powell, 
who came here flam .Juarez with his stable, scored 
a double with Xapa Xick and Fred Mulbolland. 
akhich won the fifth and sixth races. Xapa Nick's 
P&.-tory catue only after a hard struggle with Rye 
P'traw anil Union Jack. It took considerable out 
of him to dispose of Kye Straw and he just managed 
to last long enough to stall off Union Jack’s rush. 
Tlie latter was squeezing his way through on the 
inside at the end and had the distance been a trifle 
greater he would have won. 

William Gartu came over front Pimiieo this morn- 
ing to look at Joe Madden, which went wrong in his 
last race. He feels that the sou of Yankee can he 
made to stand training again and has hopes of 
bringing him hack to the races later on. Mr. Garth 
started in this season with forty-eight horses. lie 
plans to sell off a nuinlier of them and ship about a 
carload into Canada. What is left will la- cam- 
paigned at the limit Club meeting in Maryland by 
his soil Lewis. There are fourteen junqiers in the 
Carth stable, five of which are three-year-olds. 
These latter, which cannot bo raced until August, 
will he left in Maryland until that time. They are 
Thistlemas. Leeslmrg Boy. Utmost. Orphaury and 
Itial Squirrel. The last two arc the property of 
Ivewis Garth. 

The string that James Arthur is training for Ed. 
McBride which arrived from Charleston yesterday, 
includes Salto Blend. Gold Cap and Detect. Jockey 
1^. mn si terry will do the riding for the stable. Boss 
which earrieil tlie colors of Arthur Hancock in the 
opening race, is tie- tiist of the get of Gloritier to 
go to the |s»st. The colt was much admired by 
Green It. Morris and other turfmen, who pronounced 
him a good looker and resembling his sire in many 

{‘•apt. P. M. Walker and G. W. J. Bissell have 
arranged to ship their stables from here to Lexing- 
ton on Thursday next. 

Ilarry Morrissey, one of starter Mars Cassidy’s 
assistants, has lieen engaged to do the starting on 
the track of the Inter-Mountain circuit controlled 
by II. 1. Wilson, lie will leave Kentucky for Salt 
ijtke City during the latter part of June.

NO FAST TRIALS AT LOUISVILLE. 



Cold Weather and Unfavorable Track Conditions 
Cause Cessation of Training. 



Louisville, Ky.. April 18. — A decided drop in tem- 
lierature. combined witli slow track conditions at 
Churchill Downs and Douglas Park, caused a com- 
plete sus|M*nsion of fast work by trainers of the 
various stables at these two courses. Many horses, 
as usual, were our, lint not a single one worked bet- 
ter than a two-minute gait at either truck. All the 
Derby candidates were under saddle at some hour 
of the day. hut the preparation they received was 
confined to siow cantering around the roads and be- 
neath tlu* sheds. The Manager. Guaranola. Free 
Lance. A'icias. Presumption. George Oxnard. Chief 
Lindsey and Patruehe were all on the course, look 
ing well. 

Trainer Fletcher Driver came over from Lexington 
today to secure stall room for his string, the star of 
which is the Kentucky Oaks candidate. Floral Day. 
This daughter of Nasturtium lias been working ex- 
ceedingly well this spring and Mr. Driver thinks 
she has a royal eliance of winning the big filly race 
this year. He declared her out .if the Ashland Oaks 
at Lexington because it will he run much earlier 
than the race here and lie thinks his filly will not 
lie in condition for racing at Lexington. Mr. Driver 
is especially anxious to win the Oaks with Floral 
Day, as he has already won this race with Flor**:tl. 
trained for him by W. H. Fizer. Mr. Driver also 
has in his string Plutocrat and a two-year-old hay 
colt by The Scribe — Any Day. tin* dam of Floral 
Day. This mare he expects to foal shortly a colt 
or Uily by the Futurity winner. Electioneer. She 
has no yearling. He lias, however, a promising 
yearling in a chestnut colt by Meeliek out of the 
Kentucky Oaks winner, Floreal. it being the latter's 
first foal. Floreal has not us yet fouled this year, 
lint will soon drop a colt or filly by McGee. 

A report lias reached the Downs from Lexington 
that E. R. Bradl“y has refused a $1IMNJ0 offer for 
li is two-year-old colt. Brookfield. This supposed 
crack is a son of Yankee Gun and Black Tail, by 
Disguise II. It is said that Mr. Bradley has, made 
an offer to wager that this colt can lieat Mct'orkle. 
the crack youngster in T. P. McDowell’s stable, and 
Mr. Bradley has also intimated that the same offer 
stands good against the unlieaten Hawthorn. It is 
also reported that August Belmont has been endeav- 
oring to get a price on tlie latter crack. He bred 
Hawthorn and sold him as a yearling, and now 
that lie has developed such high racing form, he 
desires to get him hack in his stable. Tlie owner 
of Hawthorn lias no desire to sfcli his unbeaten crack. 

Jockey Eddie Jahuseu, under contract to ride for 
trainer J. Sweeney, arrived from Chicago today 
suffering so much with rheumatism that Mr. Sweeney 
will hardly let him ride during the Lexington meet- 
ing. He will endeavor to get the boy in condition 
so lie can ride at the coming meeting here. Mr. 
Sweeney will take his three-year-old black colt. 
Millo. to I-cxington. He experienced trouble in 
getting this colt out of Mexico because of an 
attachment served on the former owner of the 
horse, C. P. I-a mar, who was suspended there bv 
the .stewards. When he gets to Lexington Mr. 
Sweeney will take up his three-year-old tillv. Ah 
Moon, which has lieen turned out at Kccnland Farm. 
This filly was a good winner last season. Mr. 
Sweeney thinks Jahusen will do some good riding 
on the Churchill Downs course this spring. In the 
winter of 1910 and 1911 this boy rode in winning 
form at the Oakland track in California. He has 
only recently recovered from a long spell of sick 
ness and his present rheumatism is a consequence of 
that illness. 

W. O. Joplin will soon take up Eland and Eglan- 
tine. which have lieen turned out at his farm near 
Elizabethtown. This will make his local string 
number sixteen horses. lie also has Little Dutch 
turned out there, hut probably will not take him up 
until summer, as the horse has not improved as 
much from his winter rest as In* would desire. 

Lew Marion will take only one of his two-year 
olds to Lexington, namely, Sam Hurst, a gelding by 
Electioneer, which is engaged in the Kentucky Fu- 
turity. Tin's two-year-old inis not shown any sensa 
tioiial form, hut lie is a sturdy youngster anil a 
good goer, and Mr. Marion thinks that a racer of 
this type always has a chance in any kind of a race. 

An error was made in the publication of the name 
of the hay colt by Otis — Free Pass in tlie Prichard 
stable. The colt has been mentioned as being called 
Pass, whereas his name is Pass On. Mr. Prichard 
thinks highly of this youngster and hopes that in 
him In* lias another Spellbound. 

T. P. Hayes thinks the two-year-olds by Orna- 
ment he has in his string this season are superior 
ail around to any youngsters lie ever before trained 
by this noted horse. They are out of the liest 
stud matrons at La Belle and Beaumont Farms, and 
they are of the best conformation and size. The 
Hayes stable, with these sons and daughters of 
tills marvelous race horse is likely to cut quite a 
figure on the Kentucky circuit tracks this spring 
and summer. Mr. Ila.ves lias such confidence in his 
hand of youngsters this spring that he hardly leaves 
the stable except to sleep and eat. 

While George M. Odom has hopes that bv firing 
his great mare. Follie Levy, fie can bring her 
around by fall to she will again win good races, he 
would he resigned if she never did start again, as 
In* believes she will make a great broodmare. 
81 m* has done so much for him on tlu* turf that even 
if she should never race again, she has been one 
of the liest investments he ever made. Follie Levy 
is entirely English-bred on Hm* dam side. She is out 
of Ridicule, which was imported in 1891 in utero 
and is by Aithotas. out of Lizzie Tabor, by Polt- 
ness and she was out of Tabor, by the famous Ad- 
venturer. Aithotas, tile sire of Ridicule, was a son 
of the great Rnsierueian. out of Florence, by Ves- 
pasian. Follie Levy lieing a daughter of the richly- 
bred Golden Maxim, has a pedigree that should suit 
the most fastidious. 

Den Lolia n has mated his mare. Miss Louise, the 
dam of Mol lie Mog. with Jim Gaffney, O. A. Bi- 
anehi s horse, to which I,. P. Doerliocfer’g noted 
mare. Mel i-a ink*, has also lieen mated. Miss Louise 
is n daughter of Kslier. tlir sire of Garry Hen*- 
maun, and she is out of a mare hv Luke Blackburn, 
the sire of the first Futurity winner. Proctor Knott. 
Mol lie Mog was the first foal of Miss Louise. 

Tli*' inside course at tlie Downs has lieen sown 
to hluegrass and from now on the horses will not 
Ik* allowed to work oa that part of the course until 
a sod turf is created. The course for the entire 
distance of tlie stretch has heen graded and will he 
embellished by sixty lsixes of blooming flowers. 
These will all he in place for Derby Day. 

F. .T. Kelley, the Illinois turfman, may have a 
starter in the Kentucky Oaks in tlie bay filly, Ada 
Bay. a daughter of Knight of tlie Thistle, tin* sire 
of the Kentucky Derby favorite. Worth. In the 
early nineties Mr. Kelley was quite prominent on 
tlie turf, (specially around the Chicago tracks. He 
owned the celebrated Jiminez. which holds the mile 
and seventy yards records of 1:42% at Harlem 
Park. Chicago. He was among the first horses to 
bring into prominence the now noted sire. The Com- 
moner. 

There was considerable inquiry here yesterday as 
to the odds obtainable against the chances of J. X. 
Camden's Kentucky Derby entry. Wheelwright, 
which has suddenly developed into quite a tip for 
the big rats*. This three-year-old. which is being 
trained liy J. O. Keene, is said to he doing extra 
well at Lexington and from all accounts liis stable 
connections are sweet on Ills chances. Mr. Camden 
made unsuccessful bids for the Kentucky Derby in 
P.HI9 and in 1919 with Miami and Itoola Booin' re- 
spectively. Wheelwright is a son of Mazagan and 
My Beauty and is a half-brother to Kootenay
